An attack against the freedom of the high sea consututes 
an attack on the nights and legitimate interests cf all 
States. On the high seas, all States enjoy absolute freedom 
and equality in navigation, commerce, communications 
and scientific research and no State or group of States 
may claim sovereignty over a part of the high sea or 
interfere with its free and full use bv other States.
